Benjamin Harrison, 
twenty-thirid 


president of the United States states- 
man, lawyer, man of affairs, is the de 
scendant of a family whose name has 
"been written throughout the story 
•of 'American independence. 
In the 


history of the country, from the early 
struggle for freedom to the days of 
supremacy as a nation, there .stand 
out three names of the line of Har- 
Tisoan, three men who were important 
•factors in national affairs and attaine 
Tiigh eminence.

more than -held his own in all college 
contests.

After graduating from college he 


decided to take up the study of law 
and was received m the offices of 
Bellamy S. Storer 'in Cincinnati. 


Enters Political Field. 


Mr. Harrison was elected recorder 


of the supreme court in 1860 and was

He took to pol- 


itics like a 'duck to the water., and 
became known as one of the most 
vigorous stump speakers in the west. 


His record as a. soldier -in tl-,e civil 


war will bear ,the closest inspection. 


Won His Promotion. 


At P«ach Creek he won his promo- 


tion. 
His reBiment toad charged and 


ost 250 men in half an hour. 
His 


regiment had ben ordered in the re- 
serve, but he saw a detachm'ent of

by the death of the regular nominee. 
The nomination was not desired nor 
sought, and accepted merely as the 
sense of duty. 
He thirew himself 


into the campaign with his accustom 
ed vigor but was defeated by Democ- 
ratic tactics of questionable character 


In 1888 when the national conven- 


tion was held in Chicago be was nomi 
nated for the presidency and in No- 
vember he was elected, receiving 23: 
votes in tho electoral college to 168 
oast for Grover Cleveland. 


Defeated for Second Term. 


On June 10,1892 President Harrison 


was renominated for the presidency 
ait the republican national convention 
at Minneapolis.

BIG BATTLE ON THE GREAT WALL 


German Troops in China Extricated ThemselveJs f rom 


a Perilous Position with Difficulty. 


Pekin, March 13.—The recent 
en- 


gagement between a German column 
and Chinese imperial troops at 
the 


great wall was- the culmination of.op- 
erations which lasted several days, in 
the course of which Colonel Walme- 
nich, with a reconnoiterlng party, of 
thirty-three men, was nearly sur- 
rounded at Lungtsu Kwang. He extri- 
cated himself with difficulty. Three of 
the Germans'were killed. When Field 
Marshal Count von Walderseo learned 
of'the situation he ordered reinforce- 
ments under Colonel 
Ledebar 
from 


Pao Ting Fu to clear all the passes to 
the great wall. .The Germans attacked 
.Chlngshun Pass on March 8 after four 
days' marching through a mountainous 
country. They averaged thirty miles 
a day. The Chinese held an apparent- 
ly impregnable position -on .the wall 


at the summit of the pass: They num- 
bered several thousand and had "a large 
number of guns. 'The Bavarian battal- 


ion,, with two howitzers, led in the 


attack; The flanking movement was 
most difficult, owing to the nature of 
the country, -and it Occupied 
seven 


hours. The Chinese fled into the prov- 
ince of Shan Si after losing a number 
killed and losing fbur Hotchklsa guns.

not be: the only change -that, will be 
noticed by the citizens of: Janesville 
when spring opens up -and the work 
on the: Janesville and Southeastern 
railroad is completed. 
Changes that 


will be of as much importance to this 
•city as a new passenger 
station 


would be are now contemplated by 
the railroad company. 
Chicago pa- 


pers are authority for the subject that 
the Milwaukee road is said to be ar- 
ranging, an important change in the 
routing of its last trans out 'of Chi- 
cago. .Its plan calls for most, if not 
all, through trains to be operated by 
way of the Pox-Lake Janesville line, 
which is now undergoing the finishing 
touches, of the constructionists, in- 
stead of by the way of Western Union 
Junction as at present. 


Under the existing-conditions the 


St. Paul fast trains cover the distance 
.between Chicago and Delavan, Wis., 
—100 miles—in about three hours. By 
running the trains by the way of Fox 
Lake the time can be reduced an hour, 
the distance being about thirty miles 
less. 


.The importance . of these ; changes 


should not,.be under estimated by the 
people of this' city. 
It means that 


the number of trains between tfeis city 
and Chicago will be doubled, and the 
through St. Paul trains will be run 
this way, putting Janesville on two 
main lines to St. Paul instead of one 
as at present!
